In wliich lie nave the fariners intnh 
ii^eful and valuable information, 
which if |iUt into practi<e will he 
worth thousands of dollars to the 
farmer* of Ohio county. The farm- 
er who mlaaed thto lecture mined 
one of the best treats of hit life. 
Thrre was quite a large number of 
fariU' Ts present, who seemed to he 
parried away with Dr. .Mutchler's 
lecture. 

Said Dr. Mutchler: "There are 
four thlnK* which are neceeaary to 

make land fat. viz.: 1st, organic 
matter, which is luid by plowintt ut- 
■ler stable manure an.l i;rowinK 
eropK. beans and peas preferable: 2d, 
phosphorus, a mineral of uliicli all 
lands, in order to reach the highest 
degree of productiveness, should 
have 2,200 pounds to the acre, but 
the lands of Ohio county only have 
about -^iMi pounds, iind the bluoRrass 
land;, of Kentucky liav<' some "i.-'ilHt 
pounds. If the lands of Ohio county 
had as iiuicli iihosphorus as the blue 
grass land, they would have better 
soil than the blue grass, because the 
blue grass has a strata of rock 
about three feet under the ground, 
and Ohio county liaH a deep clay: 3d. 
liota.sb. all but about In per cent, of 
LKentu<'ky soil has enounb iiotash. 
and that 10 per cent, was low. sandy 
bottom: 4th, nitrogen, gf which the 
air was full and could be easily de- 
posited In the soil by the aid of the 
bean fatnlly." 

.\fter l>i. .\lnichli I S talk, chulr- 
niau Taylor introduced .Mr-. C. L. 
Clayton. Stipt. l..ouisville Hardening
